the Same Chriſt when he comes to

Of 
this day we mult take heed , Take heed leaſt this day 
come upon you ; Our firſt parte, But how can we ex- 
etciſe our Caution in this or any other day > Can we ſtop 
the motion of the Sun , or hinder the Peragrations of 
the Moon 2 the ordinances of the Heaven arc immuta- 
ble, ſaith che Propher 7ſaz-— the fun that is not yet riſ- 
en will be verticalto us to morrow, and will find the Li- 
ving.intheir Place.

Whence the difficultic riſes, How this can be true , 
not only becauſe of our Saviors Divine Omniſcience ; 
but becauſe it conſiſts not with Reaſon that (o great a 
day ſhould have no dawning; nor with Scriptures which 
aflure us, as you have heard , of many ſignes of this un- 
known days approach , as plain and evident as the Fig- 
leaves are {ignes of the Surnmers. The ſolution I take 1r, 
1s, that there is nothing ih Scripture denies antecedent 
ſignes to the Day of Judgment : No doubt the ſtone out 
of the Wall will cell us , and the floor under our foot 
will promprus to it. But thoſe ſignes wil be fo immedi- 
ate or Hird by , they muſt be reckond into the Day it 
{clt as the Eve or Morn precedent. So is our day of 
Death unknown , not but that the Phyfitian hath his 
Criſis when the Patient is dangerous , but becauſe the 
Faral lickneſſe , which periods in Death,was unforeſcen , 
and unexpected, : 

Now the Truth of this next to our Saviours words,ap- 
pears by nothing more then this, that the Church inall 
Ages hath been gucſling of this day and could never hit 
of it. Thus we know that'in our Days becgule our Saviour 
ſpcaks of Nation riſing againſt Nation , whenſgever we 
hcar of Warrs or any ſuch Rumor , we ſtrait imagin 
that Dooms day is approaching, whereas our Saviour of 
whatever day he treats , gives not Warrs only for a 
token( for when wawChriſtendome free 2 ) but of Warrs 
accompiined with prodigies, as St, Chryſo/tom prudently 
Notes. 

And for the former day: , if the Primitive Chriſtians 
had computed rizht*, the Dayes of the world had been 
{o thore , after the promulgation 8f the. Goſpel , thar 
nope of us ( it may be it had been the better for us ) no 
nor 


' Gueſſes have faild. ' '$ 
nor many of our Fore-Fathers had ever ſeen this light": 
That concluding Day had prevented us. 

For where ſhould they fixe their eye ,- but even upon 
( asnigh/as ir was) the' very day of _— They 
rhought that the Prophefies which took in the one, invol- 
ved the other alſo, that Chriſt ſhould make bur one 
coming for all ; and that Feruſalex: ſhould when it fell , 
fall Glortouſly with all the Cities of the world round-a- 
bout it, as He that ſhall but conſider how magnificent a 
Place it was, and how dear it wad in the fight of God 
himſelf , might not irrationally imagine. 

Hence ſhall you find the. Chriſtians of Theſſalonica 
rroffbled about thes Day , 2 Theſſ. 2.2: Nay the A+» 
poſtles themſelves are thought to have been of the opini- 
on;” St. Pail himſelf in 3. or 4. places of his Epiſtle 
in the Judgment of no mean man ſeems to {peak as if he 
reckon'd , he ſhould be one alive.among others at the 
Lords coming. | 

And after the deſtruction of Feruſalem,when they were 
a little corrected intheir opinions as to'thar ; yet could' 
it not out of the minds of the good Chriſtians, 7 extull;an, 
La8antius and others , who#perſwaded themſelves thac 
for all chjg , not long after God would come i: his laſt 
ſcene of Judgment. * 

Upon which account it may be, ſince all Propheſiesare 
obſ{cure , that of Daxze!, this of our Saviour, that in 
the Theſſalonians , and the Book of the Revelation; and' 
ſeeing'the Prophets and Apoſtles as -they had ſundry 
clear viſions, ſo alſo ſome but more private conjeRures, 
provided that the Authors can reconcile them with our 
Savionrs words of the {ecrecy of this day,Suſpicions and 
conje&ures may be ſomwhat venial, But when we ſhall 
make and fanſie fignes of our own , to breed {fecurity in 
us, ſaying [ the Lord delayes his coming 7} or engage 
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us into villany becauſe be is hard by, This is highly 

c_— z and to the Primitive practiſe not a whit 
1n. | 

To dilconcſe of the calling of the Jews as aForerunner 
of the coming ot Chriſt, for my partT would it were ſo 
well, Exact Interpreters I find are againſt ic , and 
ſome ; _ men among the Antients ; All tha Iſay is, I 
would have no man argue himſelf inco careleſneſſe and 
ſecurity; The Jews are not calld , therefore the Day 
will not as yer come npon us. 

Much lefſe would 1 have any Zeivts, upon an unlucky 
miltake of Roaie-Heathen for Rome-Chriſtian and 
the imagined Antichriſtchere , be engaged in the ways 
of Coreand Dathaz, riling up againſt their undbubted 
ſpiritual Governors , as 'unqueſtionable ( bating extra- 
ordinaries) as Moſes was to Core, citing Gan u- 
ſurpers and Antichriſtian, and then fulfill Propheſies 
upon them. 

Nor upon a Reign of Chriſt , miſtiken for a 2000, 
years, tulfilld already , as excellent men will tell them, 
in a feigned alleageance to Jeſus, riſe up againſt their 
Lawful and Innocent Prince. Firſt becauſe the King - 
dome of Chriſt comes not with obfervation. y.e, Not 
with Pomp and State obſ&rvable , not with Horſe and 
Trumpet, Skarf and Flying Colours, 2. Bccauſe 
Cruelty and oppofition of Princes, is a mark whereby 
they point out the Antichriſt, and I would not have 
them to be ſuch by their own mark, 3. Becauſe Chriſt 
whenhe com<s,will call us to account for our fighting, as

in all Authors ſacred and Profane ) when men Drink for 
Driak ſake, not for any Reaſonable ReſpeR, bur be- 
cauſe there is ſupply, like Bulruſhes thriving in Bogges , 
or Spunges growing under Vater. Burthc Day of the 
Lord requires us all ro be ſober men,and the Apoſtles in- 
geminare it (from this place of our Saviour in all proba- 
bility, ) Men that know What they do, and remem- 
ber whoſe ſervants they are, and reſolve not to dodge 
wich their Lord when he comes , andeell him Stories , 
bur defire ro approve themſelves Faithful and wcll-belo- 
ved, ſuch as are Regular and keep good Houres , at the 
Table, in the Chimber , inevery room of the Manfion- 
houſe. Take heed that your hearts be not overcharged with

to come ts herc; as for after-life, they are uncertain,their 
Gholts are Shadows for all they know. | 

For us, ſure no Religion reaches us to beg or ſteal or 
to bring our ſelves toward the-Temptation to either , 
ſo that a Chriſtian may rake a juſt care of a competency 
for him and his ; Nay further if Riches ſhould increaſe, 
(which by the way helps to anſwer the Argument above) 
as 
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as ſometimes by Gods Bleſling they do, as-if they 
came out of the ground , or dropt into the laps of men 
(and I hope tisnot tn the cunninglit erader to demonſtrate, 
that this with ſafety ro Conſcience, and Truſt in Provi- 
dence is Impoflible ) then we muſt not Abominate them, 
for they are 4ya32 truly ſo Calld ; Bur we muſt not ſer 
our hearts upon them , make Idols of Plutws and Man 
mon , place our Felicity there , when as Moſes has told 
us of no G 1d in Paradiſe , whatſoever he hath rold us 
there was there about. 

But when:Hearing that there are Mines abroad,we are * 
bound that way , and make all the fail we can to touch 
there ; when we are Reſolved tobe Rich by all means 
Indirect , yea dangerous means, to the throwing of a 
Good Conſcicnce over-board , or making it pay for its 
paſſage : Or when we are overconcern:d in the occaſi- 
ons of this World , how to drive this bargain, make up 
this account, &'s, When buſineſs fits inthe face of us, 
and bepales the Healthy complexion, and haſtens the 
gray hair ; when all our delights,and ſmiles,and glarces, 
and fears , and ſuſpicions are under Lock and Key ; 
when we ſecretly wiſh our ſelves the Monopoly. of a 
good Commudity, and are ſorry we have not the gift of 
Propheſie,only that we may know a Dear year ; when a 
1000. of Cares in our heads dance up and down into a 
Megrim,and break our very Sleep that ſhould allay them, 
then comes in thiSngeoixe7e of our Saviours,take heed thar 
you be not here alſo overcharged , not overbuſic , 
not always at the world ; for while we fit up late in our 
chambers by a watchfull Candle dozing on the world , 
Death and Judgment may ſtand upright before us and 
we (ee it not, 

Take you heed therefore that your hearts be over- 
charged with neither; For Either do utterly indiſpoſe us, 
D Intem- 
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13 Fighters alſo muſt take beed of Judgment. 
Intemperance, Drunkenneſle; for he that is ſo overtaken, 
if that Day ſhould overtake him too,will ſcarce be able: 
to give an anſwer , or inthe literal ſenſe , to flazd be- 
fore the Son of man ; And Worldly-mindednefs , for 
our Saviour will fay to ſuch that they have provided tor 
themſelves, rey are where they would be, where their 
Heart is ; tis juſt that he that worſhips Gold, ſhould be 
condemned to the Mines , and to be baniſhed from the 
preſence of him who is more pretious then the Mines of 
' thecarthor the ſpangles of the skie. 

Not but that there.are other vices which indiſpoſe us. 
T heſe only are mentiond here, becauſe they are Com- 
prehenſive; indeed not ſingle vices; they comprehend 
Wantonneſſe and Dalliance,and wrath and Quarre];for 
theſe are the Iſſues of exceſle many times , cregs that lic 
inthe bottom of the Cup ; and again becauſe Theſe are 
natural , weare inclined to them as fleſh and Blood ; 
Tis natural to Blood to love ſweetneſſe, and Fleſh to de- 
light in fatneſle; 

The Fighting and Beating of our fellowſervants, which 
our Saviour bids us take heed vf elſewhere, Matt, 24, 
49. isnot ſonatural; there is no temptation to ſlaughter 
and murther : Ask a child what Trade he will be, you 
ſhall never hear him ſay a Butcher , the more unnatural 
is Fighting , and Drumming , and Hurrying to Murder 
and Inſurre&ion ; though we of late have fo liked the 
Trade, asif our Goſpel or Religion were writ in Blood 
' and (cratches;or as if we had miſtaken the Croſſe in the 
midſt, and not beleived in the Peaceable Jefus , but in 
the Theeves that were crucified with him. But we let 
themalune; all the harm we wiſh them is ; that as 
they have found an AC of Indemnity in this their day , 
{o they may find it again iy ixclpy Hudpa IN That Day , 
in which let us all be diligent thatwe be found 1n Peace 
without 


Ads, not only babits of fin dangerous. tg 
without ſpot and blameleſſe , in no diſorder, and at no 
time, which leads us toour next ; Take heed left at ANY 
time your Hearts, &c. 

4.And this I take to be no {mal leflon;Take heed leaſt at 
any time ; We muſt beware of fin, and Mildemeanour in 
its Acts and its ſeaſons, for the Surfeting and Drunken-

gree with our Saviour here , Take heed leaſt at any tame : 
Here it will be ſaid that the beſt of us ſing who can yay 
it2 Tistrve; but wha alſs can'deny but that we 
Take heed of the commiſſion 2 Tis no where ſaid Blefled 
is that ſetvant whom h's Lord whenhe.cometh ſaallfind 
doing amifle, or not taking heed, bur ſhall find watch- 
ing, lodoing, . 

And who knowesnat the old Chriſtian note , where- 
fore God hath purpoſely canceald the Day of Death aud 
Judgment , but becauſe he would have us Taking heed 
at all cimes, atno time uoprepared * 

We are nor poſſeſſed withthe danger of the AR of fin ; 
we think we may, if we were noeg;Guilty yeſterday ;; if 
we were, our Conſcicnce it may be. 4s alittle Tender , 
and we like it not ; butif we are free from the memory 
of the laſt, { as itgoes quickly off from our notice) we

he ſhut up, &c. Where you ſee God takes notice of the 
ſumme of our wickednefles ,* All the fins which he had 
done, and the Arithmetique of the wickedneſſle added 
yet above all , nay further the little word «i yet added 
yet above all ,-q. 4. thus far he {tinned , and finned fur- 
ther ; and added to that, till at laſt it caine ro a fear{yll 
Toral, and yet he added. 

And letme rather prefſethis, becauſe tis known and 
apparent in Scripture, that God capitrally puniſhes Acts 
of fin the Man an his wiſe that lyed to the Apoſtle Peter

concerning the Inheritance : And how many more Ads

5. All miſcarriges that areblame-worthy, whether in bo- 
dy or cſtate come on us for want of Caution, tis the 
careleſſe man that fires his houſe, and the ſleeping ſhep- 
herd that is bit with a Serpent. For a man to ſpend a 
fair eſtate , and venture the defolations of poverty and 
extremiry,which un-man gs into ſhirking aud creeping, 
eis marter of wonder : but for a robber on the way, 
chat ſees the tate of his profeſſion, nay* was one of the 
crowd the laſkexecution of his Comerade, and will nor 
take heed but kindly rake his turn next Seſſions, is yer 
more deplorable. 

Tis all all our caſes ; men befqol themſelves away to 
ruine and deſtruction ; we haue eyes andſee not, ears aud 
hear not : we count ita piece of cowardiſe to beware, and 
folly ro learn prudence. Aman cornes into the Vorld 
and he learns nothing, Experience teaches us not, Medi. 
ration teaches us not , Precept teaches us nothing , nor 
the Proverbs of Solomon, nor the Ethicks of the Philoſo- 
pher ; what is Naturally good is found inus, but Acqui- 
lite vertue we have none. 

We think we are cautelous becauſe we abhor danger , 
becauſe we tremble at the fancy of Judgment; bur T his 
is Antipachy, no Caution. True caution runs from dan- 
ger, and fromthe.path of danger ; thetheif runs away 
t:omehe Apprehender, he (hould have run away from 
che Theft, We tremble at the daſh of our bodies arthe 
bottom , and yet we are not afraid to tip over the preci- 

ice, Tisas natural for finto undous, as for motion

ever fince it had root in the heart of the Earth ; which
